SCHOOL REPORT 


For THE YEAR ENDING FEB. 21, Igol. 


To the Citizens of Auburn: 


The following is presented as the fifteenth annual report 
of the schools of Auburn, under the Town District System: 

The number of children enumerated between five and six- 
teen years of age, 94; number registered, 96; a gain of ten 
over last year. 

The average number of schools for three terms has been 6; 
the average number of weeks for the school year, 27 1-6. 

The No. 1 and Bunker Hill schools were united at the No. 1 
school-house for the fall and winter terms. 

Circumstances are not practicable for a winter term at 
No. 6, therefore they were given two terms of eleven and 
fourteen weeks. 

It may seem unfair that the Village school has had three 
terms of ten weeks each, but the fact that it has had one-third 
-of all the pupils registered, will show the reason for the ex- 
tra time given to the school. 

There were employed for the care of the schools, through- 
out the year, nine teachers; Miss Jennie Griffin being the on- 
ly beginner in the work. Miss Webster, who had taught 
No. 7 school two years and one term, with good results, re- 
signed her position as teacher of that school, at the close of 
the summer term. 

At the close of the fall term, Miss Abbie Robinson com- 
pleted three years and one term of very successful work in 
No. 8 school; she was succeeded by Miss Savory, a graduate 
of the Manchester Training school. who not only found a 
school of high standing but kept it there. 

The Christmas entertainment and other work out of the 
ordinary, done by Miss Butterfield and her pupils of No. 2 
school, was very creditable, while the regular work was in no 
way neglected. Mrs. Dora Young Lake taught the village 
school for the year, to the entire satisfaction of all concerned. 
Without particularizing further, other teachers did good work 
in their respective places.

Certificates for perfect attendance were offered at the com- 
mencement of the spring term, to all pupils who would be 
present every day, without being tardy; the Roll of Honor 
shows who secured them for one, two, or three terms. Severa} 
children lost their winter schooling on account of sickness, 
but the most irregularity in attendance has been caused by 
pupils who had no reasonable excuse for staying away from 
school. Scholars who have to be made to attend school when 
they are provided with good teachers and every reasonable ad- 
vantage, do not appreciate their. privileges. 

It isto the credit of many parents and friends that they 
visit their, schools on examination days, but frequent. visits 
during the term would be welcomed by the teachers and result 
in much profit for both pupils and teachers would thereby be 
encouraged to higher attainments; while visitors would have 
revealed to them much merit that is generally unknown. 

Comparing the statistical table in the school report of 1886, 
the last under the district system with the table of this report, 
we find a loss of 50 pupils. We also find that there has been 
an increase in the average amount of wages paid the teachers 
and that there has been an average gain of nearly nine weeks 
to the school. 

In the report of 1886 it was predicted that the instruction of 
our youth would fall into line with the general advance of this 
age of progress. In a general way we believe that prophesy 
has been fulfilled. The character of school work is every- 
where recognized as chiefly dependent upon the teacher. 
During the 12 years that we have been connected with our 
schools, we recall many teachers who have had a right compre- 
hension of their duties and the ability practically to discharge 
them, to them we are largely indebted for the present good 
standing of our schools. | 

In conclusion, [ wish to again thank-all with whom I have 
been associated for their efficient aid and cordia] support, and 
ask asa final request, that my successor may receive co-opera. 
tion in all work for the benefit of our schools.

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REPAIRS REPORT. 


In‘addition to the usual slight repairs, the following have 
been made during the past year :— 

The outbuilding at No. 1 has been clapboarded and re- 
fitted inside, moved up and attached to the school-house. The 
foundation of_the school-house has been straightened and 
pointed. 

At No. 2 the foundation has been straightened and pointed 
and the shed clapboarded. 

At No. 3 slight repairs have been made in the school-room 
and outbuildings. 

New blackboards have been furnished No. § and are needed 
in Nos. 1 and 7. Those in Nos. 3 and 5, should be repainted, 
The ceiling of No. 2 needs replastering and new stove pipe is 
required in several of the school-houses. 

At No. 7 the outbuildings should be repaired and the newly 
clapboarded sheds of Nos. 1 and 2 should be painted this 
year. 

The foundations of several of the school-houses need 
pointing. Shingles have been purchased for one side of the 
roof of No. 5, and posts to fence the yard at No. 2.
